MELBOURNE, Victoria, Australia 
One of the most important conferences 
ever held in Australia was that consist- 
ing of the premiers of all the states, 
the prime minister, the treasurer and 
minister of defense of the federal gov- 
ernment. They assembled together with 
the. object of coming to some decision 
regarding the financial arrangements 
with the commonwealth Parliament. Up 
to the present time, according to the 
federal constitution, the commonwealth 
had to pax over to the states three- 
quarters of ‘he revenue raised from the 
customs. This arrangement expires in 

1910. 


After five days sitting in private, the 
premiers and the federal ministers came 
to an agreement which, if indorsed by 
all the“ houses of Parliament will settle 
the financial question once and for all 
time. This has been a burning ques- 
tion for years and has been the means 
of stirring up a great deal of strife be- 
tween the states and the federal Parlia- 
ment. 
| The result of the conference is a 
great triumph for the new national 
| party, brought into, existence by the 
fusion of the Conservatives and Liberals. 

The following is the full text of the 
agreement :

CELEBRATE OPENING OF 
PEKING-KALGAN LINE 

The construction of the Peking-Kal- 
gan railway was commenced towara 
the end of 1905, and is an entirely Chi- 
nese undertaking. The engineer, Jeme 
Tienyow, a Chinese and a member 
of the Institute of Civil Engineers, and 
all the men employed on the work are 
the rails and rolling stock alone 
being foreign. The line, which is 122 
miles in length, joins Peking with the 
Kalgan district, an important trade cen- 
ter. The line penetrates the Nankau 
pass by means of four tunnels. the long- 
est of which is 3580 feet and passes 
under the Great Wall. 

The whole of the work has 3 ac- 
complished without foreign capital, the 
expenses having been paid from the 
earnings of the Northern railways. The 
line is to continued westward to 
'Kwei-hun-cheng and the Yellow river, 
a distance of 275 miles. A great ban- 
quet of 2000 covers was given on 
occasion of the’ opening of the first 122 
miles of the line, in the presence of 
Prince Su, the Mongul princes and foreign 
guests.

JAPANESE JUDGES 
READY FOR KOREA 


TOKIO—When the judicial system of | 
Korea was turned over to Japan it was 
stated that a change would not actually 
take place until some time next spring, 
but it is now understood that the new 
system will go into force in November.

Today found the managers of the New 
England fruit show, which is to be held 
in Horticultural hall, Boston, from Oct. 
19 to 24, inclusive, busily at work arrang- 
ing the many exhibits of fruit from the 
This fruit ex- 
hibit, it will be remembered, is an out- 
come of the conference of the Governors 
of the several New England states held 
in Boston last November, and bas for its 
object the encouragement of better meth- 
ods of fruit growing and marketing in 
New England. 

The .Connecticut Pomological Society | 
was the first to arrive at the hall today | 
and has the arrangement of its exhibits | 
well under way. The Connecticut Agri- 
cultural Society also has a special ex- 
hibit of carefully boxed apples. 

The dance hall is used for an exhibi- | 
tion of plates of apples, 2200 plates 
having: already been entered. Exhibi- 
tions of spraying apparatus and ferti- 
lizers are shown in the larger hall. 

The main feature of the exhibition’ is 
the display of fruits by states. Each 
state has a section in the main hall of 
the building reserved for its use, so that 
visitors may see the progress that is be- 
ing made in fruit culture in the different 
states. 

In the center of the same hall the 
managers of the exhibition have erected 
a stand for specjal displays by indivi- 
duals. Surmounting this stand a 
gigantic wooden apple, five feet in dia- 
meter and completely covered with ripe 
crab apples of varied colors. It is said | 
several barrels of crab apples were neces- | 
sary for this display. 

An interesting exhibit being arranged 
this morning is that of unfermented 
apple juice. This product is the result 
of experimentation by government 
experts. ' 

One of tlie prizes for which many are 
contesting is the Governor Eben S. 
Draper cup for the best display of Bald- 
win apples. Great interest is also being 
shown in the prize for the best barrel 
of apples of any variety packed for 
market, for which $100 is offered. There |

When a eer names a piece of 
music a fantasia he usually means that 
he has taken liberties with a conven 
tional form of composition and substi- 
tuted for the normal thing some conceit 
of hik own. The fantasha does not al- 
wavs imply humor, though it’ does gen- 
erally implylightness of touch, intel- 
lectual piquancy, arfistic relaxation. 

Widor's Fantasia for piano and or- 
chestra, which Mme. Samaroff gave its 
first American performance on Satur- 
day, is a complete piano concerto in 
miniature. Everything that belongs to 
the grand concerto is there, opening al- 
legro, scherzo and wlow movement; only 
it is all brought down to very small di- 
mensions. Then there are little caden- 
zas which give the player moments of 
solo execution, and these are discreetly 
proportioned te the generally reduced 
size of the whole work. Abbreviated 
concerto though it is, the Fantasia de- 
velops its themes in a _ thoroughgoing 
manner. Perhaps better than say it is 
abbreviated is to say that it is com- 
pactly wrought, since it contains thought 
enough for a composition twice its size. 
Tho piece is more remarkable for its 
workmanship than for any new ideas of 
melody it contains; the treatment of the 
material was the important thing with 
the compeser, and it mattered little 
where hig material came from if only it 
had plasticity.

Iriondo, minister of finance 
that his action in sending a letter to the 
Argentine «diplomatic representatives 
abroad forbidding them to sign provin- 
cial bonds, while partly due to foreign 
manipulations was yet in the interest of 
sound finance.

invited. When the government undertakes the preservation of 
public forests and the irrigation of great tracts Of public lands, it 1s 
going as far as it should be either asked or permitted to go by the 
states. providing they are really desirous of maintaining their integ— 
rity and their sovereignty. If the governmeit, on the other hand. 
shall be induced, or permitted. to spend its money on projects that 
the states should undertake and carry through, the federal authority 
will naturally assert the right to exercise, in some degree, jurisdiction 
over the territory in which those enterprises are located. 

This is one side of the case, but one side only. The other side 
presents a moral aspect that should not be overlooked. At the pres- 
ent time the United States treasury is striving to curtail expenditures 
in all directions, that a very considerable deficit may be overcome. 
It is clear to people of the most ordinary comprehension that even 
though the present revenues promise to wipe oui the deficit we cannot 
safely continue to increase our national expenditures at the ratio that 
has prevailed for the last few years. Permanent prosperity cannot 
be counted upon. There must be some provision made for the days 
of stringency. Taxes that may be borne passively now are likely to 
become very burdensome later on. f 

lt is neither wise nor patriotic to draw upon the government 
for aid that can be given by the states. To meet the demands 
already made upon Congress for appropriations to carry on conserva- 
tion and waterway enterprises, most of which are undertakings that 
should properly be carried on by the states, would mean a strain upon 
the treasury that could only be relieved by the imposition of war 
taxes.

When the primary elections were heldsthose 
who registered were nearly all tound to be 
men who had had previous experience in public life, as former state 
employees, literati, teachers and notables. By their antecedents such 
men are naturally in accord with the government, a circumstance that 
renders the formation of an opposition in the provincial assemblies 
at least doubt ful. 

It is patent that local autonomy in China wll have to triumph 
over the resistance offered by the bureaucrats who are determined 
to hold their privileged position and sources of revenue at all costs. 
There is no reason why municipal self-government should not be 
achieved in the end, but the preliminary struggle made it clear that 
the assemblies must largely depend upon the support and liberal ten- 
dencies of the great dignitaries. ‘The case of Tientsin is instructive. 
It was there that municipal self-government first asserted itself. The 
members of the committee hac sufhcient foresight to induce the late 
Yang Shi Hsiang, at that time viceroy of Chili, to guarantee them the 
Yang had to guarantee 
them 12,000 taels annually out of his own pocket, khowing that if he 
refused their request and they in turn refused to come together, he 
was liable to be summoned before the throne for inefficiency o resist- 
ance to an imperial edict. A desperate struggle followed between the 
civil service and the committee, which finally ended in the victory of 
the last; the viceroy abolished his land office and handed this branch 
over to the committee, which promptly showed its up-to-date ideas 
by using the land revenues for the support of schools. But that was 
as far as the bureaucrats would yield; they were willing that tlie 
committee should have the care of the schools, which cost money and 
Wherever local autonomy entails a financial loss 
to the bureaucrats, they will fight over every inch of ground, and it 
is not easy to see how the assemblies can come out ahead without the 
intervention of the great dignitaries. 

However, the mere fact that the self-government movement has 
begun in earnest signifies such a vast change in the thought of the 
educated in China that progress seems assured.
